She 
was retired early, and Frank Weir in whose string 
.she is now traine<I at Gravesend, has in her a 
deeidedl,v different looking filly from the thin and 
scrawny apiiearance she presented last .sea.son. She 
lias taken on flesh. Her legs are as clean as a 
foaFs and if she does not again fall a victim to 
rheumatic troubles she will surely race with tbe 
greatest credit. She is eligible for the three big 
one mile and a quarter events, and will probably be 
named for the important fixtures at Belmont Park. 

It is typical of Kosebeu, tbe great sprinter and 
weight ean-ier. that he alw.ays loi^iks w*ell. Even in 
training he t*uri*ies a lot of flesh and looks big. He 
is wintering in the be.st of i*ondition. He was in 
lietter condition when retlreil to winter quarters 
tlian i**.irll«*r in the season. At present he is lively 
as a cricket and gives every evidence of continuing 
his brilliant career throngli the coming s<*asou. Tlie 
mistakes of last season in running him beyond his 
distance will not Ik* made this year. He has not

BEN STROME SEVENTH IN THE LIST. 

Ben Strome is a bay horse bred in England by 
the Duke of Westminster. He was foaled in 
nnd lironght to this e«iimtry in 1S92. Ills racing 
creiieiitials in England were respe<*table, but n«k 
more. As the property of Wab*ott & Campliell he 
ran in live races in this i*onntry In l.sj>2. without 
winning or lielng placml, Imt he showed considerable 
Sliced in the best of I'ompany. Being then six years 
old little in the racing line was to Ik* exiieeted of 
him, Imt his exivlleiit bt*t*edlng pointed to that 
great measure of smvess in the stud that lias since 
fallen to blui. A raprf^seoJatjwe <*f the ^ioteut uisle 
line that in its best development reads, Sto<*kw’ell, 
Doncaster, Bend Or, Ormonde, Orme, Flying Fox, 
it would Ik* some eaiise for wonder if he had not 
proved a sneeessful sire. He is by Bend Or — Strath- 
fleet. The latter was a daughter of Sc*ottish Chief 
and was herself a crack filly in her two and three- 
year-old racing form. In all respects Ben Strome 
is, in right of his sire and his dam, one of the liest 
bred horses that ever left England. 

Sent to the stud in 1S94 he was first represen te<l 
on the turf of this country in 18i>7. His progeny 
began winning at once and have kept the custom 
in active evidence ever since. For some years it 
was the fashion to assert the Ben Stromes were 
only sprinters, but sueli stayers as Highball and 
Eugenia Burch put that uiisplac<*d notion into ol»- 
livion. Extreme speed is nsnally devoteil to sprint 
racing 1k*cuus<* of the quickly rc'cnrring opportuni- 
ties for action and profit, and extreme speed is 
such a marked eharaeteristie of the progeny of Ben 
Strome, that many of the most famous sprinters 
of the past eight years have been by liim, iiieluding 
the iieerless Roseben. With two sueJi flyers out in 
ills first year as Keiimore Queen and I.<:idy Irene, 
the Ben Stromes instantly liecame popular and his 
progress in the sire list figures steadily monuted np 
until in he came out at the head of the 

American stallion li.st with a total to his creilit of 
$I<Ki,!Mt7, to wliich Highhall was his principal oon- 
tribntor. His progeny won even more in 1904, but 
it only Kiittieeil to give him third place in tlie sire 
list. In iHtKi be finisheil fifth in the list and his 
pla<*e in UttXi was st*venth with a total of 
to wliieli his sons aiMl daughters contributed as 
follow s:

Mr. Dur- 
yea lionght tills fellow for $1,.700 a few' weeks liefore 
Eleitioiie«*r won the Futurity and when that trans- 
pired the yoniigstei* was regarded as a big bargain 
and still is. He has giMnI l(Kiks and conformation. 
He is built on lines that indicate si>eed. Tlie 
geldings out of Chicora II. and Castana cost Mr. 
Dnryea $2,tio0 each. The hitter was tlie star of tlie 
Peqnest stud sale. The Nellie Van gelding is tlie 
half brotiier to .\dvain*e Guard. He brought $2,<nk» 
at tlie sale of the yearlings from Edenw'old Sind, 
which was held at Saratciga. The gelding out of 
.MiKlish is exceptionally well made. He cost $7O0. 

Tlie filly by Martagon — Teetotum was bred in 
England, Imt bet* dam is an American mare. Tei*- 
lotnm is by Tlie Bard, out of Rmilette, by Baden 
Baden and was breil by the late A. J. Cassatt. Tee- 
totum was foaled in 1899 and was taken to England 
an a y«*orllng and trained there by Mr. HiiggJn.s. 
She was ra<*ed in the colors of Sir B.- Vincent «ad 
afterward passed to Mr. Jarvis. She won one ra<*e 
as a two-year old and another as a four-year-old. 
Teetotum is now’here mentioned in the English Stud 
IkKik. but the Racing Calendar, after announcing 
her as a foreign bred filly, makes tlie peculiar mis- 
take of crediting her w’iimings to the English stal- 
lion The Bard, by Petrarch, when she is by the 
American The Bard, hy Longfellow. At any rate, 
this two-year-old daughter of Roulette is a well- 
made miss and is higlily regarded in the Dnryea 
stable. 

WILLIAMS CLOSES THE ROOMS. 

Hot Springs, Ark., .Tannary 1C. — Armed with ap- 
pliances for cutting telegraph w’ires and backed up 
with plenty of deputies. Sheriff Bob Williams 
marched on the poolrooms outside the city today 
and succeeded in causing them to close their doors 
pending a decisiim in court, following the arrest of 
the proprietors and employees Monday, who were 
cliarged with “committing a nuisance.’’ 

The test case in court having been postponed till 
Thiirs<lay, the iKiolrotim men coniiniied to display 
odds against the orders of the sheriff. Business was 
resumed yesterday, but with his armed deputies 
tottay Sheriff Williams threatened to cut the wires 
in order to shut off the returns from New Orleans 
ra<*es and won a bloodless victory. There is no law 
against p<iol selling or horse racing at present and 
tlie test case tomorrow is lieing watched by many.
